REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment to the claim languages filed on 6/1/10 has overcome all the formal matter 
set for in the previous action. Regarding claims 1 and 72, the prior art fails to teach 
the claimed limitations of : "positioning a feedthrough member relative to an antenna 
template, wherein the feedthrough member is configured to provide an electrical 
connection through a wall of an implantable component implantable in the recipient 
along with the antenna; connecting a first portion of at least one electrically conducting 
wire to the feedthrough member; winding the at least one wire at least once around the 
antenna template; and connecting a second portion of the at least one wire to the 
feedthrough member", as set forth in each of the above claims. Further, regarding 
claim 76, the prior art fails to teach the claimed method step of:" removing the at least 
one wire from the antenna template after winding the at least one wire at least once 
around the antenna template" in combination w/ the rest of the limitations set forth in 
this claim.
